Canadian Aid Sought For Africa 



O'iTAWA (CUP) — A request 
for $900,000 and expert personnel 
has been asked of Canada for aid 
to education in Africa. 

The request was put forward 
l^Ionday by Dr. Malcolm Adiscs- 
hiah, assistant director general of 
UNESCO. 

Dr. Adiseshiah, in Canada spe- 
cifically to secure aid for the 
emergency African education aid 
program, said that Canadian per- 
sonnel for preparing educational 
programs in African ■ states were 
most important 

CANADIAN EXPERTS 

He explained, that UNESCO Is 
attempting to send teams of ex- 
perts into African states' to deter- 
mine realistically how educational 
systems should be planned. He 
pointed out that because of their 
billngualism and lack of a colonial 



history in Africa, Canadian experts 
are vitally important to this emer- 
gency scheme, "Canadians are wel- 
come in all countries," he asserted, 
"and they can play effective parts 
in the development of educational 
systems." 

"Even if Canada docs not contri- 
bute the money," said the UNESCO 
official, "UNESCO will spend mon- 
ey in placing and training Cana- 
dian personneL" 

RECENT YEARS 

lie explained that in recent years 
UNESCO has concentrated its ma- 
jor endeavors on improving edu- 
cation and educational systems. 
Last year the African states adopt- 
ed a 20-year plan to improve their 
primary, secondary and university 
education ^sterns. To achieve their 
goals, they called on UNESCO to

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Speak Up 

We were happy to see the local committee of the 
National Federation of Canadian University Students 
respond to the harsh criticism of an earlier letter to 
the Editor. It was gratifying to know that they ore still 
alive and well, but we wish that we could have assu- 
rances of their continued existence more often. 

In his reply (printed in the adjoining columns), 
Mr. Litvack, the McGill NFCUS chairman, points out 
that the committee does not "spend their days prac- 
ticing rousing cheers" and that they "seldom hold 
pep rallies". This has been a grave mistake, their 
greatest problem, as we see it, is the absence of a 
publicity chairman. NFCUS does a lot of excellent 
work for Canadian students, the large sum -of money 
spent in its upkeep is not wasted as some critics have 
suggested. But what other conclusion can these critics 
draw if all constructive NFCUS activities are kept a 
deep dark secret. 

NFCUS at McGill has been the subject of many 
adverse comments. It deserves all that has been said 
about it, not because the criticisms themselves are 
true — a great majority of them are erroneous and un- 
justified — but because the local committee has never 
made any serious attempt ^to enlighten a student 
body which knows little or nothing about NFCUS. 

It is all very well for NFCUS to work quietly be- 
hind the scenes, but why doesn't it inform the stu- 
dent public when the federation extracts a benefit 
from government or any other source. How can 
NFCUS expect to be respected if it never tells anybody 
what it is doing merely responding to criticism is 
hardly enough. How can we possibly have a strong 
national student organization if, to most students, 
NFCUS means little more than five letters selected at 
random. 

At the beginning of this year we had a very low 
opinion of NFCUS and said so In these columns. Im- 
mediately thereafter we were treated to a course on 
the virtues of NFCUS. Since that time we have had 
lengthy discussions with members of the national 
executive. We are amazed at how so worthwhile 
an organization manages to convey so bad a public 
image. 

Mr. Litvack points out that among other things, 
NFCUS was instrumental in getting tuition fees ac- 
cepted as income tax deductions. He goes on to com- 
pare the large savings which resulted from this le- 
gislation to the minimal NFCUS fee. He Is quite right 
in connecting NFCUS and tax savings, but he is one 
of the few students in the country who is aware that 
this connection exists. 

You've got a good organization going, NFCUS, 
but we can only appreciate you if you come out of 
hiding. 

A Puzzle 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that the 
Red and White Revue may hove to go outside the 
McGill student body to find a suitable lead for this 
year's show primarily due to poor response from qua- 
lified McGill students. There are certain kinds of apa- 
thy which we can understand, but the prospect of 
the lead role In the revue lying around and creating 
no interest is, to say the least, puzzling. 



NFCUS Is Most Effective 
Woiicing Beliind lie Scene 

Dear Madam : ' 

We were most pleased to note in the November 28 issue of (he McGill Dally that 
certain elements on the campus are prepared to take an interest in the activities of the National 
Federation of Canadian University Students. While the interest expressed appears to be a 
rather negotWe one, I am personally satisfied that even this is more constructive than studied 
indifference. 



One of the problems which 
N.F.C.U.S. continually :,faccs on 
the local level is the almost com- 
plete lack of understanding 
which exists concerning its pur- 
poses and methods. Perhaps in 
this short and (hopefully) suc- 
cinct statement we may encour- 
age some of our fellow students 
to develop a greater appreciation 
of the worlc of this organization. 

First, it must be realized that 
N.F.C.U.S. is ttot an "activity". 
The members of the committee 
do not wear elaborately design- 
ed uniforms nor do they spend 
their days practising rousing 
cheers and similar tribal rites. 
Strange as It may seem we have 
no budgetary requisition for 
campus publicity (although ad- 
mittedly the S.E.C. has suggested 
this) and we seldom hold pep 
rallies. 

Discrete Work 

For N.F.C.U.S.'s best work is 
generally done very discretely 
and with a minimum of fanfare. 
Probably its most valuable func- 
tion is as, if I may be permit- 
ted the ^ nasty phrase, "a pros- 
■ sure or interest group". A con- 
tinuing program exists both at 
the provincial and federal levels 
to bring the interests and prob- 
lems of the student population to 
the attention of the proper au- 
thorities. . 

Regular briefs are submitted 
to both governments in which an 
attempt is made to encourage 
the powers that .be to affect 
appropriate measures' to improve 
the students' lot. Naturally we 
arc not always successful, but the 
successes to date appear to more 
than balance out the failures. A 
measure ^hich we have suc- 
ceeded in promoting is the re- 
cent amendment to the income 
tax act which allows a student 
to deduct his tuition fees from 
his taxable income. 

Our efforts in this area arc 

continuing with the hope that in 
the not too distant future this 
exemption may be extended to 
expenditures for books and ins- 
truments. It has been estimated 
that these two measures alone 
can bring the student who files 



an Income tax return annual sav- 
ings of from $40.00 to $120.00 at 
a minimum. Perhaps this may be 
compared to the. fifty cents per 
capita assessment. 

There are other areas where 
discrete behind the scenes work 
by N.F.C.U.S. can and has 
brought real and tangible ad- 
vantage to the Canadian univer- 
sity student. To mention only a 
few, wc may cite reduced rates 
on student travel, student pay- 
ments of unemployment insur- 
ance premiums, availability of 
positions for summer employ- 
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by

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ment, bursaries and scholarships, 
et cetera. The need is obviously 
great. Past achievements have 

been gratifying. Future possib- 
ilities arc virtually unlimited. 



Secondary 
Objectives 



But N.F.C.U.S. also has second- 
ary objectives. We mention these 
only briefly, because, at least 
personally, we are of the persua- 
sion that they are strictly se- 
condary. These would include the 
National Literary Contest, the 
National Seminars, to mention 
just a few. Don't got us wrong. 
Wc do not feel that these are un- 
important, but rather that sim- 
ilar purposes could conceivably 
be achieved at other levels. 

Each of these activities does 
provide a valuable service to the 
student. The first two have done 
admirable work in discovering 
and promoting new talent. The 
National Seminars have provided 
an invaluable workshop and 
training ground for student lead- 
ers. 

Any McGill student who has 
travelled or studied abroad can 
attest to the contribution of tho 
Travel Program in securing in- 
teresting itineraries and subs- 
tantial discounts on travel, ac- 
comodation, food and entertain- 
ment. Parenthetically, I might 
add, that in my own case it 



might even take part credit for 
the wife which 1 brought back 
from Europe with me ! 

Foreign Role 

At the level of international 
student activity, through C.O.- 
S.E.C. and other co-ordinating 
bodies, N.F.C.U.S. and Canadian 
students have played a strong 
role in improving international 
understanding and working for 
improved conditions for students 
in foreign lands. During the next 
six months, a commission of in- 
quiry at tho student level will 
inspect educational facilities In 
Africa. At least, one representa- 
tive of N.F.C.U.S. will be on this 
commission. Last year, a similar 
study was made into Indian edu- 
cational problems. 

Madam, your correspondents 
appear to be disturbed that 
N.F.C.U.S. is not an organization 
"in which a large number of stu- 
dents actively participate". I 
share their chagrin. In fad, ma- 
dam, I was perhaps even more 
disturbed when a meeting of the 
Students' Society was called last 
spring to discuss N.F.C.U.S.'s Na- 
tional Bursary program, a pro- 
ject which certainly must in- 
terest most students, and yet not 
enough students attended to 
constitute the required quorum. 
Here, where a massive display 
of student solidarity was of vital 
importance, the vast majority of 
AIcGill's students decided to "Let 
George do it". 

Well, George is trying to do it. 
lie and the other students active- 
ly engaged in N.F.C.U.S. work 
would more than welcome the 
support and assistance of The 
Inquirers. 

In closing, I would like to 
thank you most sincerely for this 
opportunity to answer the ques- 
tions put to us. Naturally, it has 
been impossible to go into de- 
tail but I am enclosing herewith 
100 copies of the booklet, "Pro- 
gress in Student Unity", which is 
at your disposal and at the dis- 
posal of any other interested stu- 
dent.

Is Built In Pakistan 
For College Students 

The Khyber Union, the SEC of 
the Islamia College of Peshawar, 
Pakistan is building a Students' 
Recreation Centre. 

The Khyber Union Is the largest 
students' society in Pakistan. It 
comprises 1,000 members, of whom 
the President and Cabinet arc elec- 
ted directly by the students. Last 
year tliis Cabinet allocated 45,000 
rupees towards the building of the 
Recreation Centre, to which was 
added 15,000 rupees from the 
Principal of Islamia College, and 
20,000 rupees from the University 
of Peshawar. The total amounts 
to $31,600. 

The new Recreation Centre to 
be completed soon, is apparently 
destined to serve students from 
the two universities in Pakistan.

TORONTO (CUP) - Two scholarships, offering free tuition 
and a living allowance for one year at any university within 
the Federal Republic of Germany are available to Canadian 
students.
